Harding was nominated for governor of the state of 
Ohio by the Republican State Convention today. Hard- 
ing was nominated on the third ballot. 
James R. Gar- 


field, progressive leader, hardly figured in the balloting 
following his withdrawal from the fight this morning. 


Representative Paul Howland, following the nomina- 


tion of Harding, presented Lieutenant Governor Francis 
W. Treadway for renomination. Treadway was nomi- 
nated by acclamation. 


The call for nominations for governor passed Cuya- 


hoga without mention of Garfield. When Marion was 
reached, Grant Mouser, ex-congressman, named Warren 
G. Harding of Marion. Robert R. Nevin of Montgomery 
named Judge Orren Britt Brown of Dayton. 


"Who is Judge Brown?" asked Nevin, and like a flash 


came the answer, "The Cox candidate," and there was a 
turmoil of cheers and cries of, "Who is Cox?" with the 
reply, "The Boss of Ohio." 


Carmi Thompson's name was not presented to the 


convention, and the balloting began with only Brown 
and Harding in the race. 


R. R. Nevin of Montgomery, moved to make the nomi 


nation of Harding unanimous. It carried with cheers. 


R. W. Archer of Belmont, was nominated for treas- 


urer over Richard Gilson of Jefferson. The vote stood: 
Archer 628; Gilson 437; J. C. Rosse, Shelby county, 1. 


The name of Attorney General Denman was present- 


ed by John W. Dov/d of Tobdo, and he was renominated 
by acclamation. 


Judges Crew and Summers were renominated for the 


Supreme Court. The vote stood: Bradbury 39; Huron 
505; Summers 749; Crew 839.
